GANDHI ASSERTS 

BRITAIN GIVES NO 
SIGN OF UNDOING 
WRONG IN INDIA 


Says ‘Conviction’ of Error 
Will Clear Way for Set- 
tlement—Moslem Leader 
Insists Country Must Be 
Divided. 


By H. R. STIMSON 

WARDHA, India, March 12 
(AP).—Despite the British govern- 
ment’s announcement of plans for 
post-war dominion status for In- 
dia, the supreme leader of Hindu 
Nationalists, Mohandas K. Gandhi, 
professed today to see no sign of 
settlement for the Indian question. 


Gandhi, who renounced the title 
of Mahatma (Saintly One) and 
even formal leadership of the All- 
India Congress Party, said in an 
interview that Britain must con- 
fess “the greatest crime against 
India”—which he defined as’ im- 
perialism—and undo it. 


‘Replying to the question, “What 
should the British government do 
immediately to settle the Indian 
problem?” Gandhi said: 


“In spite of my love for the Brit- 
ish, I think their imperialism has 


been the greatest crime against In- 
dia. The immediate thing there 
fore that the British government 
should do is confess the wrong and 
undo it. 

“Of the undoing there is yet 
no sign visible in the Indian sky. 
Yet I cannot help thinking that be- 
fore Britain can claim moral su- 
periority she must take this first 
step. 

“Then all else follows as day fol- 
lows night. I will not make im- 

rtinent suggestions by way of 
practical steps. Their (the British) 
conviction of the wrong will show 
the way.” , 


Moslem Insists on Division. 


At Bombay, Mohammed Ali Jin- 
nah, president of the All-India Mos- 
lem League, repeated his declara- 
tion that the only solution of the 
Indian problem acceptable to his 
organization would be “India’s di- 
vision into separate, autonomous 
Hindu and Moslem states.” 

Jinnah, leader of India’s minor- 
ity of 77 million Moslems, made no 
direct reference to the forthcom- 
ing visit_of Sir Stafford Cripps as 
special envoy of the British war 
cabinet to ascertain whether the 
cabinet’s plan for eventual do- 
minion status for India will work. 

But he asserted that the British 
government “must not be stam- 
peded into adopting a settlement 
which will prejudice or militate in 
any way against the Moslem de- 
mand” for India’s division, and 
added: 

“My views are embodied in the 
resolutions of the Moslem League 
Working Committee namely, that 
the league will without doubt re- 
volt against any decision which 
recognizes India as being a single 
national tnit, since for all prac-

LONDON, March 12 (AP):—The 
Red Army. was reported tonight to 
have thrown 1;500,000 men into 
violent fighting on a broad south- 
ern front, attacking primarily in 
the directions of Kharkov, Stalino 
and Taganrog.

WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP) 
—The National Association of 
Manufacturers submitted its $7,- 
600,000,000 tax program to Congress 
today, calling for a $4,400,000,000 
sales tax and moderate increases in 
individual and corporation levies. 

The recommendations, presented 
to the House Ways and Means 
Committee by J. Cheever Cowdin, 
called for only one-third of the 
increases in individual and corpo- 


rate rates proposed by Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau, and 
contemplated making up the dif- 
ference through either a manufac- 
turers’ or retail sales tax which 
Morgenthau has opposed. 

“Grant all the objections to a 
war tax on consumption,” Cowdin 
observed. . “How else can you meet 
the nation’s need for tremendous 
amounts of new revenue?” 

For corporations, Cowdin - pro- 
posed a combined normal and war 
tax of 40 per cent, compared with 
the Treasury's 55 per cent, and a 
90 per cent excess profits tax, 
compared with the Treasury's rec- 
ommendation for graduated rates 
starting at 50 per cent on the first 
$20,000. 

He said that the N. A. M. recom- 
mendations would yield $1,500,000,- 
000 in corporate revenue. 


Taxes and War Output. 


Warning against what he said 
was “the obvious danger” that ex- 
cessive — “will cause a silack- 
ening of our war output,” Cowdin 
told the committee: 

“This corporate war tax program 
will require sacrifice on the part 
of stockholders, whose dividends 
will have to be curtailed to meet 
taxes and the demands on business 
to carry increased inventories and 
maintain higher production. Out 
of the six billion dollars estimated 
to remain after taxes, only about 
half can be reasonably expected 
to be paid by stockholders.” 

While the N. A. M. proposed a 
90 per cent excess profits tax, it 
asked at the same time for several 
major changes in the method of 
computing that levy. One would 
eliminate the present 5 per cent 
reduction in the average earnings 
base and another would allow the 
use of any three of the four years

Harrison Williams’ mighty Cen- 


tral States Electric Corporation, 
which he once refused to sell for 
700 million dollars because he 
wanted a billion for it, has col- 
lapsed. A bankruptcy reorganiza- 
tion petition was filed quietly in 


the United States District Court at 
Richmond, Va., Feb. 26. 

The company listed total liquid 
assets of less than $2,000,000, and 
admitted its inability to pay $323,- 
000 interest due next week. 

ugh Central States Electric 
Corporation Williams and his asso- 
ciates controlled the great North 
American Co., which in turn con- 
trols the Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri. It remains to be seen 
how the spectacular collapse of 
Central States will affect top con- 
trol of North American and Union 
Electric. 

Williams, wizard of high finance 
and husband of one of America’s 
best-dressed women, watched his 
Central States bonanza grow from 
an investment of only two million 
dollars of his own money into a 
giant holding firm, once valued in 
market quotations at the fantastic 
figure of $730,000,000. Central 
States was his instrument of pow- 
er in the public utility field. 


Unable to Meet Interest. 


In its bankruptcy reorganization 
petition Central States Electric 
Corporation admitted inability to 
pay $323,000 interest due March 15 
on its debentures. Its principal 
assets, consisting of investments 
in stocks of other corporations, in- 
cluding North American Co., were 
listed at a market value of $1,631,- 
72% It had $172,205 in cash, mak- 
ing total liquid assets of $1,803,927. 

Since the corporation has out- 
standing in the hands of the pub- 
lic $18,103,000 of its debentures 
(first claim on assets), it is obvious 
there is nothing left for its pre- 
ferred stock, widely distributed 
among investors, or its common 
stock, more than 50 per cent owned 
beneficially by Harrison Williams. 

The preferred stocks outgtand- 
ing total $21,061,400 at par value 
of $100 a share. They were sold 
to the public at 96% to 99% per 
cent of par value by brokers’ syn- 
dicates headed by Dillon, Read 
& Co., the New York. firm which 
for years had the profitable mo- 
nopoly of marketing securities of 
North American Co. and its sub- 
sidiaries, including Union Electric. 

Although the bankruptcy action 
subjects the interests of Williams 
and. all other stockholders of Cen- 
tral States to being wiped out, it 
does not in any way impair the 
financial integrity of Union Elec- 
tric Co. of Missouri whose earning 
power is based on maintenance of 
competent operating management 
in the production and sale of elec- 
tricity in St. Louis and the sur 
rounding territory. 


In. Control Since 1920. 

Banking and investment circles 
have regarded Williams as the con- 
trolling financial figure in North 
American Co, and Union Electric 
Co. ever since 1920, although in 
later years Union Electric Co. has 
denied existence of control by Wil- 
liams. 

Williams and a group associated 
with him acquired 12.3 per cent 
of the voting stock of North Amer- 
ican-Co. in 1920 when North Amer 
ican owned, ag it still does, all 
of the common stock of Union 
Electric.

TIRPITZ INCIDENT 
VIEWED AS START 
UF BiG OPERATIONS 
IN NORTH EUROPE 


Allies and Germans Mass- 
ing Naval and Air Forces 
— Belief Grows That 
United Nations Will Try 
Offensive in Norway. 


By FRED VANDERSCHMIDT 
NEW YORK, March 12 (AP).— 


‘Cumulative military and political 


evidence indicates the imminence 
of highly important operations 
centering about the area between 
the desolate North Cape at the top 
of Norway and the rugged 1000- 
foot granite cliffs of the Russian 
Murmansk coast. 

Major air and naval operations 
already are under way, involving 
German capital ships, British tor- 
pedo planes undoubtedly operat- 
ing from an aircraft carrier, other 
British warships and United Na- 
tions convoys. 

The British Admiralty an- 
nounced yesterday that torpedo 
planes had sighted and attacked 
the new German super battleship 
Tirpitz north of Trondheim Mon- 
day. 

Argument for Allied Drive. 

The naval and air operations in 
this theater cannot be explained 
entirely by the routine movement 
of American and British supplies 
to Archangel. More than one com- 
petent analyst is considering’ 
whether the Western Allied powers 
will pound a wedge of well- 
equipped power into the top of Eu- 
rope when the midnight sun shines 
this coming summer. 

Free Europe, a review of inter- 
national affairs published in Lon- 
don, said today that an Allied 
spring offensive in the West should 
have a good chance of success, 
for the forces now concentrated 
in the British Isles presumably 
are stronger than those the Ger- 
mans have disposed from Kir 
kenes, Norway, to Hendaye, 
France, 

This commentary declared that 
both military and political reasons 
commended Norway as a spot 
where the Allies could strike with 
overwhelming forces. It added 
that control of upper Scandinavia 
would give the United Nations a 
convenient link with Russia 
through Finland and would put 
them in position to strike directly 
into the heart of Germany. 

An offensive-at the top of Eu- 
rope might well be the extra con- 
tribution to Russia’s cause which 
the Soviet Union gives every evi- 
dence of expecting. There is plen- 
ty to win: A successful push could 

swipe Finland from the war, open 
and protect. the whole Allied-Rus- 
sian supply line via the excellent 
port of Murmansk and re-establish 
the Allies in Norway where they 
could organize and supply increas- 
ing resistance by the population. 
Might Turn German Flank. 

A common United States-British- 
Russian fighting front could be 
thrown quickly across the thin tip 
of Finland and this front in time 
might provide just the impetus 
which the Russians need to turn 
the whole German northern flank 
and collapse it on the Baltic 
states and East Prussia itself. 

There are 1500 miles of sea from. 
the present United States bases in 
Northern Ireland to the North Cape 
but it is barely 30 miles across the 
northeastern extremity of Norway 
to Russian territory, and only 50 
miles farther east to Murmansk. 

Eight hundred miles t 
south of Murmansk, reachable al- 
most directly by railway, is the 
Staraya Russa front ‘where the 
Russians have pushed back closer 
to Germany than anywhere else. 
Staraya Russa is 130 miles from 
Latvia and then it is 400 miles to 
East Prussia. 

Throughout the long winter the 
world has almost forgotten about 
the Murmansk front and the Ger- 
mans and Finns there have hud- 
died somewhere about the city and 
on the Rybachi peninsula to the 
northwest, quiescent but close 
enough, it appears, to make it nec- 
essary for Allied supplies to pro- 
ceed on east to Archangel. The 
northern end ef the Russian coun- 
teroffensive has, however, freed 
captured sections of the railway 
line running south to Leningrad 
and beyond. 

Signs of Something Big. 

Now, however, there are these 
significant military and political 
developments to show that some-

appeared in the doorway shouting 
“Viva Allemanha (Germany).” 
That started a general melee 
from which the customer had to 
be rescued by police. 
A few persons entered the store 
but were driven out and the iron 
shutters were lowered.

Uncertain That Peer Can 
‘Make Trip for Produc- 
tion Co-ordination, He 
Tells Commons.

LONDON, March 12 (AP). — 
Prime Minister Churchill disclosed 
today that a projected production 
co-ordination mission by Lord 
Beaverbrook in the United States 
has been canceled and that it was 
uncertain whether Beaverbrook 
would go to Washington. 

In his first official statement on 
the function of the Ministry of 
Production since Oliver Lyttelton 
replaced Beaverbrook as its head, 
Churchill informed the House of 
Commons that the production and 
labor ministries would share re- 
sponsibility for the allocation of 
Britain’s labor power. 

Churchill said the ajling Beaver- 
brook, who has been one of the 
Prime Minister’s foremost aids, 
was “understood” to be prepared 
to undertake the trip to Washing- 
ton but that he was “not quite 
sure.” Beaverbrook, a chronic suf- 
ferer from asthma, turned down 
reappointment in the new British 
war cabinet because of his health. 

The Ministry of Labor still will 
be responsible generally for the 
supply of labor, Churchill ex- 
plained, but the Ministry of Pro- 
duction will determine what calls 
for it demand precedence. 

He said the Admiralty would be 
responsible for the design, con- 
struction and armament of all 
naval vessels subject to the ap- 
proval of the Prime Minister and 
the War Cabinet. The Admiralty 
also will build and repair all mer- 
chant vessels, but will be advised 
by the Ministry of War Transport 


on types of vessels to be built. 


With the exception of the Ad- 
miral’s functions, the Production 
Ministry will have full powers to 
co-ordinate and supervise produc- 
tion departments, Churchill said, 
apparently meaning the ministries 
of supply and aircraft production 
would continue to function under 
the War Cabinet but “subject to 
the performance of the Minister 
of Production.”

“Australians,” he . continued, 
“must be aware of the fact that 
it will be impossible for Australia, 
with her very scanty and scattered 
population and great distances 
separating her from the United 
States and Great Britain, to de- 
fend herself against our invincible 
forces... 

“I hope that Australia, unaffect- 
ed by her ancient relations and 
other considerations, will take 
stock of the situation and resign 
herself to accepting the decrees of 
Providence , . .” 


210,000 PRISONERS 
TAKEN, SAYS TOJO 


TOKYO (From Japanese Broad- 
casts), March 12 (AP).—Premier 
Gen. Hideki Tojo told a special 
session of the Japanese Diet today 
that Japan has captured more 
than 210,000 prisoners since the 
start of the war in the Pacific. 

To the Diet, summoned to cele- 
brate the conquest of the Dutch 
East Indies and hear reports on 
the first three months of the war, 
Gen. Tojo repeated the claim that 
“the main fleet of the United 
States and Britain already has dis- 
appeared from the surface of the 
Pacific,” and that “all enemy 
strongholds in the Southwest Pa- 
cific are in our hands.” 

He added that “Japan’s defense 
position along the northern border 
(the frontier with Soviet Russia) 
is solid.” 

Japan’s Navy Minister, Admiral 
Shigetaro Shimada, in his part of 
the summarization, said 130 United 
Nations warships had been sunk. 
He declared that the Japanese 
Navy losses were “only four de- 
stroyers, four submarines, five spe 
cia] submarines, one special vessel, 
five minesweepers and 27 trans- 
ports.” 

Gen. Tojo said Japanese planes 
and guns had shot down or de- 
stroyed on the ground more than 
1600 planes and Japanese forces 
had captured 2100 pieces of artil- 
lery, 180,000 rifles, machine guns 
and pistols, and 28,000 tanks, motor

39 of 3500 City Employes 
Turn Out for CIO Meeting 


Workers Protest Against Merit System, Col- 
lecting Garbage in Cold Weather— 
Organizer Refers to ‘Lug.’ 


The CIO drive to organize mu- 
nicipal employes attracted 35 
workers to a “mass meeting” at 
1056 Hamilton boulevard last night. 
They represente 1 per cent of 
the 3500 city employes eligible to 
join, 


Far from discouraged at the 
turnout, organizers told those pres- 
ent, mostly Negroes, that “only a 
few patriots sat in on the birth of 
the United States,” and that only 
26 steel workers attended the first 
mass meeting at Bethel Pa. in 
the CIO’s successful campaign to 
organize the steel industry. 
Present last night were employes 
of the Water, Park, Streets, Sew- 
ers, Recreation and Hospital divi- 
sions, but apparently no actual 
construction workers, although the 
meeting was called by the CIO 
United Construction Workers. 
Asked to explain this, Leroy 
Nash, general CIO organizer, who 
presided, said: “I think we were 
first approached for a charter by 
construction workers in the city 
employ. We do have construction 
workers in the union.” He said a 
charter had been issued for Local 
451, to comprise city employes, 
on application of 10 city workers, 
and that 50 others had signed 
membership cards. 

Spirit of Apprehension. 
A spirit of apprehension was evi- 
dent at the meeting. A number of 
prospective joiners walked slowly 
into the meeting place, a one-time 
grocery converted into headquar- 
ters for a local of the Construc- 
tion Workers, and slowly walked 
out again and down the street on 
spotting’ a newspaper photogra- 
pher. 
The first speaker, a quiet-talk- 
ing, gray-haired map, disclosed 
that officers of the new union 
already have been elected. He in- 
dicated she was an officer but de- 
clined to tell reporters his name. 
“Seventy per cent of the 3500 
city. employes eligible to join the 
union,” he said in his talk, “get 
$150 a month or less. I venture to 
say that 50 per cent draw $100 or 
less. Many park and street 
laborers receive 55 cents an hour 
—when they work, and they're 


lcalled to work. These are starva- 
tion wages, and if the city doesn’t 
watch out, it won’t have city em- 
ployes.” 

Nash, a suave, well-dressed man 
in his thirties, asserted: “The pic- 
ture I want to get across is that 
this is your union. You elect your 
own officers and run the union. 
There are no exorbitant fees at- 
tached to membership, there are 
no paid business agents, there is 
no racketeering. There is no dis- 
crimination as to race, creed, color 
or’ sex.” 

Assails Merit System. 

He then called for expressions 
from the membership, and many 
complaints were voiced in. the 
small room. The merit system 
came in for verbal shellacking in 
a Negro’s dissertation on ditch-dig- 
ging. “They try to tell us that 
with the damn merit system we 
have to dig a ditch just so,” he 
protested, “and if we don’t we'll 
get canned. First thing, we 
ought to ditch the merit sys- 
tem.” 

“I’m in the Water Department,” 
said another employe, “and they 
work us seven days a week some- 
times, without overtime. We put 
water meters in the small arms 
ammunition plant on Sunday. Is 
that right?” Another complained: 
“And when it was three degrees 
below zero they made us collect 
the garbage as usual.” 

Somewhat startled by the on- 
slaught, Nash smiled and said: 
“Now look, fellows, you’ve got to 
remember that joining a union will 
not make the sun rise in the west. 
Garbage collection, for example, is 
a health function, and must go on 
regardless of the weather. The 
union will only try to bring you 
benefits that you deserve.” 

Other speakers included Organ- 
izers Jack Lindsey and John J. 
Lynch. Telling of difficulties in 
organizing city employes, Lynch 
recounted a conversation with a 
city worker in a Wellston tavern. 
“He says to me, ‘Hell, John, I be- 
long to a union now. There are 28 
of them, one in every ward. We're 
lugged $1.50 a month to belong to 
it, but I guess it gives us job se-

Japanese Air Superiority. 

Admiral Hart said that Japanese 
air superiority was the major fac- 
tor in Japanese gains. 

“The enemy has been able to 
employ land-based planes ‘through- 
out all his advances,” said Admiral 
Hart, in giving a review of Pacific 
naval action at Secretary of Navy 
Knox’s press conference. 

“The final salient feature of this 
campaign is that while the enemy 
has won it, captured much terri- 
tory, etc, his own expenditures 
have been high. . . . The compila- 
tions made by the Navy Depart- 
ment are good and, as already 
given out, show losses in ships of 
various types, which with the 
enemy's limited capacity for re- 
placement, are bound to be a sub- 
ject for his great future concern. 

“Unfortunately, the Allies also 
have had losses; but with the ex- 
ception of the Repulse and the 
Prince of Wales (British capital 
ships), they are not serious from 
a comparative standpoint. 

“The American Asiatic fleet has 
been involved in the loss of a cam- 
paign. But the war continues and 
most of that fleet, with what is 
now a veteran personnel, remains 
to assist in carrying it on.” 

The recital left no doubt among 
Admiral Hart’s hearers that, in his 
view, America’s first big task in 
reconquering the Western Pacific 
is to concentrate overwhelming air 
power there,

At the end of a hearing on a 
resolution asking for a congres- 
sional investigation of the FCC, 
the chairman requested an oppor- 
tunity to be heard again to answer 
charges against the commission, 
and was assured by Chairman Sab- 
ath (Dem.), Illinois, that the op- 
portunity would be granted, prob- 
ably tomorrow. 

“We haven't scratched the sur- 
face yet,” Fly was told by Cox 
(Dem.), Georgia, who is seeking 
the investigation. 

The charges on which Fly said 
he would like to be heard included 
alleged mispractices in FCC ad- 
ministration and circumvention of 
the intention of Congress. 

Fly was subjected to a cross- 
fire of questions as soon as he 
took the stand fdllowing Wiggles- 
worth (Rep.), Massachusetts, who 
backed the Cox request for the in- 
quiry. 

Cites Rent Order. 

To Wigglesworth’s. charges: that 
the commission had failed to break 
up monopolies, Fly referred to a 
recent order seeking to sever the 
Red and the Blue networks of the 
National Broadcasting System and 
“return control of the stations 
back to their owners.” 

The commission, he said, has un- 
dertaken a study of the problems 
involved in joint newspaper-radio 
ownership but has made no find- 
ings. There remained a question, 
he said, whether the commission 
had authority in this field. 

Fly, emphatically replied “no” 
when Cox asked whether Fly and 
other commission members had 
not proceeded in the case with 
the intention of barring joint own- 
ership. He denied that he ever 
had contended the commission had 
authority in the matter and said 
“there is a serious question as to 
whether the commission can do 
anything about it,” if it should de- 
velop that something should be 


at 62 per cent when actually it was 
72 per’ cent. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
read a statement from the Todd 
company saying that Barnes had 
been questioned by the Naval Com- 
mittee on subjects on which he 
was not prepared to answer.

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SAVED SAILOR'S LIFE 


Eugene: Plummer Tells of His 
Rescue in Destroyer 
Wreck. 


A lucky grasp at a line thrown 
to him as he.foundered in a heavy 
oil slick . combined with huge 
waves to save the life of Second 
Class Fireman Eugene Plummer, 
former Normandy High Schoo! stu- 
dent, a survivor of the wreck of the 
United States destroyer Truxton, 
which broke up during a gale off 
the Newfoundland Coast Feb, 18. 

Plummer, 22 years old, here on a 
visit, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that he was on the third life 
raft to leave the grounded destroy- 
er, but that his foet caught in a 
coil of rope as the raft neared the 
rocky shore and he was unable to 
leap to safety with other men who 
had been on the raft. 

“Before I could get my foot loose 
the raft was carried away from 
the shore by a strong undertow, 
and while I was wondering what 
to do I was swept off the raft by 
a large wave,” Plummer related. 
“I tried to swim but it was use- 
less in the heavy oil slick. 

“The waves pushed me toward 
shore but the undertow carried 
me back again. Some of the boys 
on the shore saw me and threw a 
line to me. I just did grasp it in 
time and they pulled me ashore.” 

Plummer said he climbed the 
rocky cliff to higher ground with 
other survivors, and watched the 
desperate struggle of still other 
men in the water, unable to assist 
them. Many who reached shore 
had thrown off their shoes, gloves 
and coats and suffered frozen 
hands and feet in the gale. He 
said he did not learn until later 
that the Navy supply’ ship Pollux 
went down at the same time, a 
half mile away. 

Plummer, whose home is Fenn- 
ville, Mich., formerly resided with 
his uncle and aunt, Mr. and Mrs. 
George E. Goodwin, 5031 Wells 
avenue. While attending Nor- 
mandy High School he stayed at 
the home of Mrs. W. F. Shay, 1617A 
Lucas and Hunt roads, a teacher at 
the school, where he is now visit- 
ing. '

(AP).—The Great Laxes Naval 
Training Station will play 10 foot- 
ball games this fall against Big 
Ten and other major midwestern 
universities. 

Rear Admiral John Downes said 
the schedule, now being arranged, 
was in line with a physical hard- 
ening program planned for the 
thousands of men passing through 
the station in each training period. 

The broadened athletic program, 
he added, would be under the lead- 
ership of nationally famous 
coaches and would include intra- 
mural baseball and continuation of 
intercollegiate basketball. The 
powerful Great Lakes basketball 
team has scored 29 victories in its 
first 34 games. 

“Events of the recent past,” Ad- 
miral Downes said, “have proven 
that America must become physic- 
ally hardened if it hopes to beat 
off the attacking forces and fight 
on to ultimate victory.;. . . Ath- 
letics promote sportsmanship, clean 
living and team play.

W tegic possibilities of the Pa- 

cific and Japan’s relationship 
to them as well as the command- 
ing position she already possesses. 
The strategic situation, concretely, 
is that the entire Japanese naval 
power, not alone her fleets, but 
her navy yards, docks, arsenals, 
people, and resources are situated 
in the strategic center of the Pa- 
cific, while the naval bases and 
naval resources of the United 
States are in the Atlantic Ocean, 
17,000 miles from the sphere of 
this approaching struggle. The 
larger the American navy becomes 
under these conditions the less 
capable is it to wage war in the 
Pacific. 


To overcome these difficulties 
must be the first consideration of 
this Republic; hence it is the 
primordial basis of naval compari- 
son between the two nations. In 
a previous chapter was made ap- 
parent what this nation must ac- 
complish in order to maintain a 
fleet in the Pacific, viz., the es- 
tablishment of naval bases in the 
Philippines, Hawaii, Alaska, Wash- 
ington, Oregon and California, to- 
gether with their complete pro- 
tection against land attack, and 
the maintenance in the Pacific of 
fleets equal to the entire navy of 
Japan. 

Opposition to Policy. 

None of these things exist, even 
in an embryonic state (in 1909), 
and, instead of preparation being 
made to remedy them, active op- 
position is manifest throughout the 
Republic. Unless this is done in 
time of peace Japan will accom- 
plish in war what has been shown 
to be her ambitions. (In recent 
years, a Pacific fleet was created, 
and naval bases were established, 
but popular apathy was indicated 
by the fact that as late as Febru- 
ary, 1939, * an appropriation for 
fortifications in Guam was voted 
down in Congress.) 

In the succeeding chapters will 
be shown, step by step, the ulti- 
mate conquest of the Pacific, and 
the elimination of this Republic 
from its government. 

Were the American Navy twice 
its tonnage, twice the number of

: OMER LEA, author of “The 
H Valor of Ignorance,” who 

died in 1912, is recognized 
in competent quarters as one of 
the great military strategists. 
Born in Denver in 1876, he 
aspired to be a soldier, but, 
though his mind was brilliant, 
his back was hunched, and there 
was no military future for him 
in America.

Visits Panama President. 


The excellent relations between 
the republic of Panama and the 
United States were re-emphasized 
yesterday when Stimson visited 
President Adolfo de la Guardia, at 
the presidential palace in Panama 
City, and discussed with him Pan- 
ama’s position as one of the nations 
united against the Axis. 

Stimson, as a passenger in the 
only plane permitted to fly over 
the canal, or come anywhere near 
it, since Dec. 7, saw construction 
work on the $277,000,000 third locks 
project; which is expected to be 
finished in 1945 to provide a bypass 
and enlarge passage across the 
isthmus, He saw two huge dams of 
Gatun Lake and their secret pro- 
tective covering against bombs. He 
visited the Navy’s submarine base 
at Coco Solo and conferred with 
the commandant there, Capt.

Neither is the issue the question of special 
qualifications for the collectorship. We assumed 
in our first editorial against the proposed appoint- 
ment “that Hannegan would discharge satisfactorily 
the duties of collecting the income tax and other 
internal Federal revenue.” 

There is one issue and one issue alone: that is 
whether the will of the people shall be flouted by 
lifting the ex-boss of the repudiated machine to the 
Federal payroll—whether senatorial favor shall re- 
ward a politician whose tenure was associated with 
boss rule, vote frauds, partisan domination of courts 
and the governorship steal. 

The judgment of the péople of St. Louis could 
not be more plainly. on record. The voters gave the 
Democratic candidate for President a 65,000 majority 
in November, 1940..

They do not 
want any more of the kind of politics that Han- 
negan stands for. :

Neither are the voters in the mood to accept “sen- 
atorial courtesy” as the justification for nominating 
and confirming Hannegan to a lucrative Federal 
office. This is no time for blind adherence to po- 
litical tradition. 

President Rooseyelt, who is asked to make the ap- 
pointment by the Missouri Senators, and Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau, who must advise the 
President, seek above all else a united nation, work- 
ing harmoniously in a successful prosecution of the 
hardest and most costly war in our history. 

Let them, therefore, apply a simple test to the 
proposal to establish a partner of the discredited, 
defunct Dickmann-Hannegan machine in an impor- 
tant Fedefal post: 

Will the appointment cause the people of St. Louis 
to place more confidence in their Government in the 
war crisis? How will a brazen partisan deal square 
with the appeal to abandon politics in this grave 
hour of the nation’s life?

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CONVICTED FELONS ON THE JURY ROLLS. 

Another curious circumstance, in addition to those 
already so widely commented on in St. Louis, was 
brought out by the astounding Earl Jenkins trial.

Two of them turned up in the venire from which 
the Jenkins jury wes chosen.

State law provides that a 
person convicted of a felony is not eligible to serve 
on a jury, but objection cannot be made on this 
point after the jury is sworn. Because of this pro- 
vision, it is particularly important that the Jury 
Commissioner be vigilant to keep convicted felons off 
his rolls. :

THE SIKESTON LYNCHING INQUIRY FIASCO. =. 

The lynching of Cleo Wright, Negro, at Sikeston, 
Mo., last Jan, '26 was a crime that shocked the 
nation. It occurred in broad daylight, and a crowd 
of 500 or more persons witnessed various stages 
of the mob violence. . Yet the, special Scott County | 
grand jury has just adjourned at Benton, the county 
seat, after issuing a report to the effect that there 
‘was “insufficient evidence to return a true Dill” 
against anybody. — : 

The offense of Cleo Wright was an atrocious one, 
for he stabbed and seriously wounded the wife of an 
Army Sergeant in an attempted rape, and then 
slashed ‘a policeman. The mob leaders, too, ‘were 
guilty of a grave crime when they broke into the jail, 
todk the Negro out, dtagged him through the streets 
behind a car-and set fire to his hody, To these 
shocking acts of violence now is added a scandalous 
whitewash by the grand jury’s failure to act. ty

What of the FBI’s part in it? Do their investiga- 
tions, too, fall by the wayside with this perfunctory 
grand jury action?

This lynching was not just a crime against Scott 
County, as Judge McDowell seemed to think, It was 
also a crime against the State of Missouri, and 
against the nation.

Salary allotments constitute the 


basic arrangement by which men CIO 


in the armed services may pro- 
vide for their. families while the 
men are away on duty. An officer 
or enlisted man at Honolulu, for 
instance, would ‘in these times 


‘|leave his family in’ this “country. 


Out of his pay of, say, $80 a 
month, he would allot possibly $45 
for their support. -This allotment 
would be sent to them directly by 
the Government and the man’s 
own monthly check would be for 
only $35. ; 

While a man has control of his 
own affairs, the making of a regu- 
lar allotment is entirely up to him. 
Once he falls into‘the hands of the 
enemy, however, or is interned in a 
neutral country, or shipwretked or 
stranded’ on some remote island, 
the new law takes control of his 
salary. It provides that, in cases 
where no allotment has been made, 
or where the one in force was in- 
adequate, the Secretary of War or 
the Secretary of the Navy may 
make an original allotment out of 
& man’s salary, or raise or lower 
the one already in effect. Allot- 
ments also may be made to pay for 
insurance, 

If a man is missing, his pay con- 
tinues for six months. Unless hig 
whereabouts or his death has been 
definitely established at the end 
of that time, it goes on another six 
months before the 12-month legal 
limit is reached and a final settle- 
ment is made on the assumption 
of the man’s death.

OW, the labor. problem has 
been most wofrisome, and there 
have en two approaches to a 
solution of it.

The second possibility involved 
a change in the mind of labor and 
management. That was what the 
President hoped for. On the side 
of labor, as far as it is represented 
by the CIO there is now accept- 
ance of a new attitude. Murray 
has unconditionally renounced 
strikes for the duration of the war, 
and he appeals to the millions of 
the workers of his unions to Co- 
operate voluntarily with manage- 
ment in the Nelson scheme. And 
with it, Murray calls upon trade 
union leadership and the rank and 
file of workers to accept responsi- 
bility for winning the war, assert- 
ing boldly and truly that there is 
no class or group in the United 
States who have more to lose from 
defeat than the workers. 
* * * 


OW, there are elements in the 
United States who are timid of 
any internal social changes 
during this war. They might’ agree 
with Col. Kernan that “defense will 
not win the war,” when defense is 
thought of in military terms. 

But on the domestic front, they 

still have the defense mentality. 
They want to preserve the pre-war 
status quo, especially as it applies 
to the status of workers. Many 
even go farther; they hope to use 
the war as a means of restricting 
the power and influence of organ- 
ized workers. 
Now, of course, there are many 
criticisms that can be made of 
trade union practices; many have 
been made in this column. But he 
igs the victim of a _ self-imposed 
blindness who closes his eyes to 
the outstanding fact of twentieth 
century society—the struggle of 
workers all over the world for a 
new status. 

What is it the workers want? 
And what has their status been? 

In our predominantly middle 
class society their status has been 
that of a kind of alien, in an in- 
dustrial empire. Their only wealth 
has been their capacity to work, 
and as long as there was «* de-

tity, they : 


ing for the price of the commodity, 
but there has been growing up all 
over the world the 


not a commodity, but is their only 
capital, which must be invested in 
society; that the plant in which he 
works belongs to the worker and 
to his team, equally with those who 
finance it and those who manage 
it,and that the way in which the 
plant is used—or not used—is as 
vital to him as the wage he is 
paid, 

The fight for reduced hours be- 
gan as a movement for the pro- 
tection of the worker’s health, but 
became a protective device for all 
workers to assure a distribution of 
employment. Of course, the same 
problem could be solved another 
and better way: by such an or- 
ganization of production and distri- 
bution as would provide continual 
work for ajl and thus return the 
question of hours of labor to 
where -it belongs: a matter &f 
health and efficiency. 


. * . 

OW there arises a situation 

which is new. Because of the 
war there is no such thing as over- 
production, for there is an avid 
market for all that can be pro- 
duced. This situation could be 
used in two ways: to tell the work- 
ers that there is no longer any 
real need for trade unions—as the 
Nazis did. Or, it can result in the 
integration of the organizations of 
the workers in the whole produc- 
tive scheme, giving them equal 
status with ownership and man- 
agement in return for equal re- 
sponsibility for production. 

Both Nelson and Murray have 
chosen the second way, and we all 
ought to be very happy about it, 
and do everything in our power to 
help it work. For if it works, it 
shows the way to the establish- 
ment of a free industrial society 
that can have all the productive 
power of the totalitarian societies, 
with the democracy for which we 
are fighting this war. 

It ig not true that it represents 
a restriction of private enterprise 
and individual initiative. It de- 
mocratizes private enterprise by 
spreading it to the workers also. 
Carried out,universally, it can abol- 
ish the proletariat in the United 
States, for the worker will walk 
into the factory not as a hired 
man but as a responsible member 
of the factory team, and any sab- 
otage of the factory becomes a sab- 
otage of his factory, the responsi- 
bility and use of which he shares 
with management and ownership.

HIS is the greatest opportunity 

the workers of America have 
ever had. It will be opposed, be- 
cause it is the nature of the human 
race to oppose anything new. But 
if the workers make a demonstra- 
tion that it brings increased and 
more efficient production, we shall 
see the beginning of a new labor 
democracy which is the logical re- 
sult of our world-wide fight for 
freedom,

mine the cause, extent and cost of 
repairing deterioration in some of 
the eleemosynary hospital buildings 
erected as part of the State $17,- 
000,000 building program, will be- 
gin its survey next Tuesday at the 
State School for Feeble-minded at 
Marshall. 

Jones notified the Governor late 
yesterday that the three men se- 
lected had accepted the assignment 
and had agreed to keep the cost of 
the survey within the $2000 which 
the Board of Managers found 
would be available for the work 
from its appropriations. The three 
men are George Spearl, St. Louis 
architect; Samuel B. May, St. Louis 
engineer, and Hiram W. Elliott, 
Kansas City contractor. 

The three experts were recom- 
mended to the Governor and Jones 
by the State Board of Registration 
for Architects and Professional En- 
gineers. 

The survey will include inspec- 
tion of buildings at Marshall and 
the State hospitals at Nevada and 
Farmington. The survey plans so 
far do not include State eleemosy- 
nary hospitals at Fulton, St. Joseph 
and Mount Vernon. 

Investigation of the condition of 
the new hospital buildings was or- 
dered by the Governor and Board 
of Managers after Miss Margaret 
M. Cobb, Assistant State Budget 
Director, filed a report with the 
Governor last January that dam- 
age had developed in some of the 
buildings from leaks in walls and 
roofs, cracks in walls, warped 
floors and other defects.

WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP). 


—Lowell Mellett, director of the 
Office of Goverrment Reports, as- 


_serted today that the purpose of a 


new $600,000 information center 


‘building in dowhtown Washington 


had been misrepresented by mem- 
bers of Congress and others. 
President Roosevelt directed that 
a central office be provided, Mel- 
lett told the joint congressional 
economy committee, in order that 


persons who come to Washington 


on business connected with the 
war may easily obtain “direction 
and information.” 

“What is proposed is not an un- 
derstanding of the kind some com- 
ments, in and out of Congress, 
have indicated,” Mellett said. “It 
is not intended to issue or deal 
with press releases or other means 
of reaching public media of in- 
formation.” 

Chairman Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
of the committee had contended 
that the President, by allocating 
money for the building out of an 
emergency construction fund, had 
“deliberately ignored the wishes of 
Congress.” The Senate appropria- 
tions committee, he said, had de- 
clined to authorize funds either to 
eqyip the building or expand OGR 
personnel. 

Senator McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, told Mellett he had “flag- 
rantly disregarded the expressed 
wish of Congress and the law” by 
proceeding with the building. 

Mellett replied that the only in- 
formation the agency had as to the 
will of Congress was that the Sen- 
ate committee had failed to com- 
ply with an OGR request to re- 
move an $800,000 limitation on the 
amount of emergency funds which 
could be transferred to the OGR. 
Removal of the limitation was re- 
quested partly to provide equip- 
ment for the new building, Mellett 
said, but funds for construction 
came from an emergency building 
appropriation voted by Congress. 

Mellett said the Government in- 
formation service had been useful 
to hundreds of thousands of citi- 
zens and that in recent months, be- 
cause of the vast expansion of war 
activities, the demands on the 
service “have grown very greatly.” 

The new building would provide 
double the floor space now occu- 
pied by the agency, he continued, 
and the saving in rent would pay 
for the construction cost in less 
than four and one-half years.

To Open Oysters. 

Use work glove on left hand. 
Placé the unopened oyster flat 
side up (after running cold water 
over it to clean shell) in right fist 
with the bill (the unhinged part 
where the shell comes together) 
protruding beyond the hand. With 
a regular oyster knife, blunt on 
one end and sharp on the other, 
bang the bill at the tip with one 
or two sharp hits until a hole is 
made into which the knife end 
may. be inserted. Take the blade 
part of the opener close to the 
point (so you won't cut yourself 
if the point slips) and go into the 
oyster gently with the knife keep- 
ing to the bottom of the shell so 
as not to cut the oyster. Work the 
knife in carefully, back and forth,

Cut this free, give the knife an 
upward jerk and the shell will 
open. Lay the opened oysters in 
the half: shell on a bed of cracked 
ice if they are to be served raw.

My Neighbor Says: 


Early in April and again in mid- 
summer scatter a cup of air- 
slacked lime into the soil surround- 
ing each of your rosebushes and 
fork it in.

N March 12, 1912, the total 
membership of the Girl Scouts 
of America consisted of eight 
girls-and one leader. On March 
12, 1942, more than 650,000 girls 
and leaders are celebrating the 
thirtieth birthday of the organi- 
vation. And they’re celebrating 
their birthday this year by going 
all-out for defense, from the tiniest 
seven-year-old Brownie to the 
most dignified 18-year-old senior. 
Not that defense work is a lot 
different from the every day work 
of Girl Scouts. “How Girls Can 
Help Their Country” was the title 
of the first Scout handbook, writ- 
ten in 1913, and helping their coun- 
try has been the major duty of 
Scouts ever since. When war came, 
their national president, Mrs. Alan 
H. Means, wired all local branches, 
“Girl Scouting is defense. Stick to 
your jobs.” Taking the example of 
their sister organization in Great 
Britain, the Girl Guides, Ameri- 
can Scouts stuck to their jobs and 
found they could adapt the train- 
ing they’d already had to fit de- 


fense needs. They’d been doing - 


home defense all along. Now 
that their country was at war they 
had an added incentive. The Girl 
Scout slogan, “Be prepared,” took 
on an added meaning. 

Here in St. Louis, Girl Scouts 
have a variety of ways of doing 
defense work. Some of the Brown- 
ies, the seven to 10-year-old group, 
have been knitting afghan squares 
for the Red Cross. Others are 
making food charts, studying food 
with emphasis on health. Some of 
them cannily made all their own 
Valentines out of old Christmas 
cards, investing the money thus 
saved in defense stamps. And 
many Scouts of all ages will cele- 
brate the organization's thirtieth 
birthday by buying stamps in de- 
nominations of 30. 

Intermediate Scouts, who are 
10 to 14 years old, have been 
studying nutrition. They know, 
not only what’s cookin’, but why. 
They're learning the cause of that 
paradox, malnutrition in the midst 
of plenty. Under the supervision 
of home economists, many of them 
take courses in cooking and food 
planning. They learn how to 
make custard and muffins, how

to broil bacon, how to prepare & 
simple salad, the course culminat- 
ing in that triumphant day when 
they prepare an entire meal for 
their mothers. Unlike many ju- 
venile cooking experimentalists, 
Girl Scouts do kitchen clean-up 
in the best of Scout traditions 
which specify, “Always leave prem- 
ises in as good or better condition 
than you found it.” 

Conservation projects, such as 
the making of dishtowels out of 
sugar sacks—presumably old sugar 
sacks—aprons out of old shirts, 
and so on, are also part of Inter- 
mediate Scout work. Other In- 
termediates study Junior Red Cross 
First Aid, not with the intention 
of doing large scale life saving 
but for information and aid within 
their own families. 

Senior Service Scouts reach that 
exalted position by actually pass- 
ing tests and possessing a large 
store of practical knowledge. Be- 
sides being an organized member 
of the Scouts, a Senior Scout must 
know local air raid regulations 
and precautions. She must have 
an intimate knowledge of the com- 
munity in which she serves and 
must be able to get around, both 
in daylight and dark. She must 
know how to build an outdoor 
fire, even under difficulties, and 
prepare food on it, including sev- 
eral kinds of one-pot meals’ and 
some type of bread.

overnight kit with common ne- 
cessities within a limited time, an 
unusual feminine accomplishment 
in itself. She must know what 
to do in case of fire and the prin- 
ciples of fire prevention. 

A well-trained Senior Scout has 
other accomplishments. She can 
use ordinary tools and implements 
safely and with fair efficiency, not 
only needles and scissors, but ax, 
knife, shovel, hammer, saw, pliers, 
screwdriver. She will be able to 
mend neatly, sew on buttons, re- 
plenish and repair flashlights, to 
clean, fill and use an oil lantern

gency conditions she can act as a 
junior air raid warden, relay mes- 
sages in Morse code, repair an au- 
tomobile or a bicycle, or operate 
a telephone switchboard. She is 
skilled in some special mode of 
transportation, skates, bicycle, skis, 
snowshoes, automobile, or boat, and 
if she is a Marine Scout, in one of 
the coast towns, she has been in- 
structed in water navigation. 


All Scout defense activities are 
intended to assist adults. Caring 
for children, for example, relieves 
their mothers for -other work.

The Teacher's Trust 


By Angelo Patri 


EACHERS always carry grave 
responsibility. Under their 
care a big group of children 
assemble daily. In time of emer- 
gency the teacher is in control; 
it is she who inspires her charges 
with courage and treats them so 
that they feel no need of being 
brave because they have felt no 
fear. 

Teachers have led children safe- 
ly out of buildings — while fire 
engines screeched in the street, 
smoke rolled through the halls — 
without a break in the long lines, 
without a sign of fear. Every 
school has emergency drills and 
all teachers know how to conduct 
them, There need be no trouble 
about these wartime days if all 
drills are considered as the usual 
emergency drill without mention 
of danger. : 

To those teachers who are just 
beginning a word of caution may 
be meeded. Be quiet. When the 
bells ring, when there comes to 
you a silent signal for prompt dis- 
missal in emergency order, take 
it as calmly as you would the or- 
dinary dismissal bells. If you do 
there wil] be no trouble, 

Don’t talk to the children about 
fear or danger. Don’t tell them 
they must be brave, and don't call 
them soldiers. They won't like 
that kind of talk and it may 
frighten some of them. Just take 
the order in your stride, an every- 


isn’t, But get busy and the fear 
will vanish. Shoulder the respon- 
sibility for the dismissal to safety 
of these children and fear will not 
stay with you an instant longer. 
One thought crowds out another, 
you know. Keeps your mind on 
the job and don’t say an unneces- 
sary word. 

Don’t run. Don’t say, “Hurry, 
hurry.” Set the rhythm of the 
march by a silent beat of your fin- 
ger in the air, a baton that calls 
for a quick forward march in good 
spirit. 

It is‘not necessary, in instruct- 
ing the children, to talk about 
cowards or about being cowardly. 
That is out. Good administration 
calls for action positive and direct, 
and only positive and direct think- 
ing and speech will produce that 
kind of action. 

Prepare for emergency drills, 
but don’t talk about it. Look ever 
the group and decide which among 
them are the sturdy souls. Assign 


Of course you are afraid. Who 
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Train the children to hang their 
wraps, place their hats and books 
in such fashion that they can be 
caught up quickly and without 
confusion. Children will run back 
for a cap, or a beloved pencil box; 
so arrange that no beloved ob- 
jects are brought to school and 
all other belongings are easy to 
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find. 

Strengthen your own spirit. If 
the teacher stands tall and strong, 
eyes steady, voice clear and firm, 
acting as though she knew just 
where she was going and intended 
to get there, the children will fol- 
low her. This is the teacher’s 
trust, the teacher’s duty.
